City officials today urged the 
Legislature to enact the pend- 
ing earnings tax bill in its pres- 
ent form, although Senator Ed- 
ward J. Hogan ‘Dem.), St. Louis, 


chairman of the Senate Ways 
has said | 
the bill has no chance of enact- 
ment. 


In a telegram to Hogan, the 
members of the city Board of | 
Estimate and Apportionment, 
and three aldermanic letaders, 
said they believed the matter 
of an earnings tax ceiling was 
one that should be worked out 
at the local level. Lack of a 
ceiling in the pending bill was 
one of the reasons Hogan had 
predicted its defeats. 

Earmarking Proposal. 

Referring to a proposal by 
Hogan that all revenue from 
the earnings tax be earmarked 
for the St. Louis police depart- 
ment, the St. Louis officials 
said the city could not ap- 
prove this because it would 
not provide sufficient funds for 
other vital city services. 

While thus declining to at- 
tempt to work out a compro- 
mise on the bill, the city lead- 
ers conceded the judgment of 
the Legislature was controlling 
and that the city would have 
to accept whatever law is final- 
ly passed, if any. 

The telegram to Hogan, cop- 
ies of which went by mail to 
all members of the St. Louis 
delegation in the General As- 
sembly, was signed by Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker, Comp- 
troller John H. Poelker and 
Aldermanic President Donald 
Gunn, as members of the es- 
timate board, and by Alder- 
men William C. Brady, chair- 
man of the aldermanic ways 
and means committee; James 
W. Noonan, majority floor 
leader, and Anton Niemeyer, 
of the board. 
The aldermen had been called 
into consultation with the es- 
timate board in its attempt to 


' work out an acceptable com- 
| promise. 


Requests Two Drafts. 

Senator Hogan said he had 
asked the Legislative Research 
Committee to draft a bill limit- 
ing the proposed increase in 
the earnings tax to four-fifths 
of one per cent and earmark- 
ing the funds for the police de- 
partment. He said he was not 
sure the earmarking was le- 
gally permissible, and there- 
fore had asked for an alterna- 
tive draft which would not at- 
tempt to limit the funds to 
meet police costs. 

The substitute bill would call 
for a charter amendment to be 
submitted to the voters. It 
would provide that an earn- 
ings tax rate must be set each 
year by the aldermen with a 
top limit of four-fifths of one 
pe reent. The rate would be 
fixed to return enough money 
to meet the anticipated needs 
of the police department for 
that year. 

If the rate so set was insuf- 
ficient to cover police costs in 
that year, the city would make 


| up the difference from general 


revenue. However, the follow- 
ing year, the rate would be set 
at a level to meet that year’s 
police budget and _ produce 
enough more to repay the city’s 


| expenditure in the prior year.

Many Senators, including

favor giving the aldermen this 

power, contending some state

at either three-fourths or four- 
fifths of one per cent. 

When Hogan informed Mayor 
Tucker of the likelihood the 
bill would be killed in its pres- 
ent form, the Mayor asked the 
committee to delay further 
‘consideration of the measure.

OSAN, Korea, March 6 (AP) 
— Communist batteries’ shot 
down an American Sabre jet 
near the Korean truce line to- 
day and the pilot was said to 
have parachuted “just over the 
Communist side of the line.” 
Meanwhile, the North Koreans 


released two American pilots 
and 24 others from a South 
Korean airliner hijacked 18 
davs ago. 

The first brief Air Force an- 
nouncement on the jet fighter 
did not say whether the pilot 


who bailed out was seen to hit 
the ground safe 

A second F-86 accompanying 
the downed Sabre returned to 
its base. The pilot reported he 
“saw the lead aircraft get hit 
and crash, and then momentar- 
ily saw a parachute with the 
(first) pilot floating toward the 
ground just over the Commu- 
nist side of the line.” 

The two Sabres were on a 
low-level simulated ground sup 
port mission about 65 miles 
northeast of Seoul Under 
standing orders they are for- 
bidden to flv over the 2!2-mile- 
wide demilitarized zone that 
stretches across the peninsula 
separating North from South 
Korea. 

The Air Force announcement 
did not make clear whether 
pilot came down over the Com-

injured was Lt. Ronald E. Mar- 
tin. whose address was listed 
as 2509 Remington lane, Rock 
Hill, Mo., a St. Louis suburb.

Dr. Porter, asked what other 
means there were of detecting 
a silent satellite, said: “A suit- 
able radar station could con- 
ceivably detect it. 

Asked whether radar had de- 


tected Explorer I, he replied 
that he was “not able to say.” 

Dr. Porter said it was “high- 
ly questionable” that anyone 
had jammed radio transmis- 
sions from Explorer Il. He dis- 


counted also a suggestion that 
the four wire antennas had 
been whipped off at launching, 
although he conceded that loss 
of the antennas would prevent 
any radio signals from being 
heard on the earth 
‘Memory’ Device. 

Ground stations continued to 
send out a “command” radio 
signal in an effort to trigger a 
special ‘memory unit” that was 
a new feature of the Army's 
second satellite. 

This ‘memory unit” is a tape 
recorder the size of a lemon, 
intended to record cosmic ray 
observations for about two and 
one quarter hours. Then, on 
receiving a secret code signal 
from the ground, the recorder 
was intended to play back all 
its information in a single five- 
second spurt and start storing 
up new information for the 
next broadcast. 

Broadcasts from the memory 
unit were intended to be sent 
out by a high-power transmit- 
ter expected to stay in opera- 
tion two months.

The present earnings tax of

The Negro Leadership 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In a recent letter, “L.V.” im- 
plied that the increase in the lo- 
cal crime rate in blighted neigh- 
borhoods can be charged to the 
failure of Negro leadership to 
“band together to help their own 
people ...”, and to “organize to 
educate and better the conditions 
of their people.” 

To accuse Negro leadership of 
lacking interest in and concern 
for the needs of Negro people is 
to admit ignorance of programs 
and projects currently being car- 
ricd out by Negro organizations. 

Practically all Negro churches 
are carrying on programs specifi- 
cally designed to assist in the 
moral, cultural and social adjust- 
ment of their young people and of 
newcomers to St. Louis. 

The New Age Federal Savings 
and Loan Association, a $5,000,000 
institution, was organized and is 
operated by Negroes for the pri- 
mary purpose of assisting Negroes 
to buy, build and improve their 
homes by making available to 
them mortgage loans not avail- 
able to them through other fi- 
nancing institutions. 

. . . 

Social agenciés such as the Pine 
Street Y.M.C.A., Phyllis Wheatley 
Y.W.C.A., Carver Community Cen- 
ter, People’s Art Center, the Ur- 
ban League and others are work- 
ing in this field. 

The Urban League alone has 
organized over 370 block unit 
groups—191 since 1950. These 
block organizations, which reach 
over 37,000 people, are self-help 
organizations that work to improve 
neighborhoods, encourage better 
citizenship and assist newcomers 
to St. Louis to understand and as- 
sume civic responsibility. 

Negro civic, fraternal, business 
and professional and social organ- 
izations are contributing personal 
services and financial support to 
programs and projects which 
promise relief to Negroes in need. 
It should not be forgotten either 
that Negroes, both lay and profes- 
sional, are contributing their fair 
share of taxes and private charity. 

The scope of the problems which 
confront St. Louis's Negro citi- 
zens is not generally known to 
the larger community. The Negro 
population, for example, has in- 
creased by 100,000 since 1950 and 
there have been no comparable 
increases in either employment 
opportunities or adequate housing 
available to Negro citizens. And 
85 to 90 per cent of the 250,000 
Negroes in St. Louis are restricted 
to slum or blighted neighborhoods. 

> . « 

Of the 65,000 unemployed per- 
sons in St. Louis, the Urban 
League estimates that at least one 
third are non-whites. In addition 
there is still another significantly 
large group of job-seeking Negroes 
who either have never worked on 
jobs covered by unemployment 
compensation or have never been 
employed since reaching here. 

The Urban League’s experience 
in St. Louis during the past 40 
years reveals that the Negro is 
still the “last hired” even in 
periods when labor is in great de- 
mand, and still the “first fired.” 
According to police, unemploy- 
ment is a contributing factor to 
the increasing crime rate. 

What Reader “L.V.” fails to rec- 
ognize is that the increase in crime 
in our city, like the increase in 
blight and slums, the increase in 
unemployment and the increase in 
suffering caused by unemploy- 
ment, is a community problem and 
calls for a community-wide ap- 
proach to a solution.

Time for Bold Plans 


Senate Democrats propose a giant new 
PWA on the assumption that the Administra- 
tion’s view of the economic slump is much 
too rosy. This is a case in which, we think, 
the conclusion is not as sound as the premise 
may be. 

President Eisenhower, presumably, still ex- 
pects an upturn this month. At his press 
conference he discounted the effect of fed- 
eral programs. He said an upturn would 
come as a result of purchases of millions of 
citizens. As yet, however, there is no evi- 
dence of a major rise in consumer demand, 
much less in employment, and many distin- 
guished economists are less optimistic than 
the President must be in public statements. 

Among these is Arthur Burns, former chief 
economic adviser to Mr. Eisenhower. One 
of the first to call the slump a recession, Dr. 
Burns has warned that the Government must 
be ready to intervene “massively” in the 
economy when the right time comes; and he 
has been quoted as hinting that the right 
time is closer than the Administration thinks, 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell, in St. Louis, 
holds to the official line that an upturn in 
employment is coming. But will the upturn 
be more than seasonal? Mr. Mitchell seems 
more aware than some of his colleagues that 
tax cuts, a highway building speedup and 
public works may be needed. 

This is the sense of urgency upon which 
Senate Democrats base their support for the 
Gore bill, which would create a new PWA 
with a half-billion dollar fund. Majority Lead- 
er Johnson of Texas says the PWA could plan 
now for projects that might be needed later. 
But if Dr. Burns and the Democrats .them- 
selves are correct in urging quick action, it 
is hard to see how a PWA could provide it. 
In the Great Depression, the original PWA 
spent two years getting organized before its 
projects made an impact on the economy. 

Granting that works projects may soon be 
needed, every one of them could be directed 
more quickly by an existing agency than by 
a PWA. This applies to new dams, airport 
runways, roads, federal buildings and every- 
thing else. 


For example, if Congress passes the $1,- 
500,000,000 water projects bill, its reclama- 
tion projects would be directed by the In- 
terior Department. However Congress may 
decide between the Sparkman and Capehart 
housing bills, it will still be up to the Federal 
Housing Administration to stimulate home 
building. If Congress determines on deficit 
financing to speed up the huge 16-year fed- 
eral highway program, that major works 
project must be administered by the Bureau 
of Public Roads in the Commerce Department. 

In any event, a tax cut may also be neces- 
sary. An increase in exemptions, or a mora- 
torium on income tax withholding, could put 
cash quickly into the hands of consumers, 
where it is needed. 


What is required right now is a realistic 
appraisal of the need for federal economic 
cushions and of the means with which to sup- 
ply them. Under the Full Employment Act 
of 1946, the responsibility for this appraisal 
and leadership lies first with the President 
and his economic advisers, and secondly with 
Congress through its Joint Economic Com- 
mittee. The latter already has urged a pub- 
lic works program. 

The 1946 law frankly recognizes the role 
of the Federal Government in promoting 
maximum employment, production and pur- 
chasing power. If the slump continues, the 
public will expect the Administration to play 
this role to the fullest. 


To Preserve Our Heritage 


When Interior Secretary Seaton was in St. 
Louis to address the National Wildlife Feder- 
ation meeting, he spoke a good, strong word 
for the pending bill to create a national out- 
door recreational resources review commis- 
sion. We hope the Secretary’s indorsement 
helps the measure get to the President’s desk 
in this session. We hope he will find similar 
occasion to give impetus to the national wil- 
derness preservation bill, also pending in 
Congress. 

The latter bill is equally meritorious and 
even more urgent, as members of the North 
American Wildlife Conference, who met here 
this week, are well aware. While it is de- 
sirable to have an inventory of recreation 
areas that exist, it is still more pressing to 
provide a firm legal basis for leaving un- 
spoiled the best of the federally controlled 
areas. The two bills are in a sense compan- 
ion measures, but neither is in any way a 
substitute for the other. 


Thoreau said more than a century ago that 
men need “the tonic of the wilderness.” If 
that was true in his time it is even more ap- 
plicable to our life today. Former National 
Parks Director Newton B. Drury put the case 
for both these bills when he said of our 
great natural beauty areas: “Surely we are 
not so poor that we need to destroy them or 
so rich that we can afford to lose them.” 


Ultimatum on Pollution 


The four-month deadline which has been 
given to St. Louis for preparation of an im- 
proved garbage disposal plan is an earnest 
that the time of winking at stream pollution 
is fast running out. 

This is the only city in the area that dumps 
untreated ground garbage into the Mississip- 
pi river, the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice and the Missouri Division of Health, to- 
gether with their conferees, found. Joining 
with them in their conference here were the 
Illinois Sanitary Water Board and the Bi- 
State Development Agency. The method of 
garbage disposal was described by the chair- 
man of the conference, Murray Stein, chief 
of interstate enforcement for Public Health 
Service’s water pollution control program, as 
“very unsatisfactory.” 


Treatment facilities for the 150 tons of 
garbage which St. Louis is dumping daily 
into the already “highly polluted” Mississippi 
will cost more than $1,000,000, Frank Kriz, 
president of the Board of Public Service, esti- 
mates. He is to confer with Mayor Tucker 
to determine whether to hire an engineering 
firm, and whether funds are available. 

Costly as a garbage disposal facility will 
be, it is but a beginning. Sewage disposal ‘fa- 
cilities, to treat the wastes which the city now 
dumps raw into the river, will bring the 
costs very much higher. Yet the costs of 
continued procrastination would be higher 
still in danger to public health and in lost 
opportunities for progress. Industrial and 
commercial growth call for clean water. 

Furthermore, the city confronts the prospect 


that unless it moves ahead at a satisfactory 
pace the United States Surgeon General will 
act to compel it and, if necessary, take the 
case to court under the Federal Water Pollu- 
tion Control Act. The plain fact is that the 
filthy habits of waste disposal which Ameri- 
can cities have indulged in since their found- 
ing are becoming intolerable to the nation. 
The handwriting is legibly on the wall, and 
it says: Clean up, or be required to. 


Test for Mr. McNary 


We hope that County Councilman James 
H. J. McNary noted the Missouri division of 
health’s indorsement of fluoridation as a 
“proved and completely safe public health 
measure” for attacking dental decay in 
children. 


Three of the Council’s seven members want 
to bring this scientific advance to the coun- 
ty’s thousands of youngsters, and three oth- 
ers do not. Mr. McNary’s vote could decide 
the issue in favor of good dental health for 
the children. 

Dr. Henry M. Hardwicke of the state agen- 
cy listed three conditions for state approval 
of fluoridation in any given community. First, 
that the community water supply is deficient 
in fluoride, and in St. Louis county it is. 
Second, that the water supply is one ap- 
proved by the health division, and in the 
county it is. Third, that personnel competent 
to add the fluoride is available, and in St. 
Louis county it is. 


Mr. McNary is seeking the Democratic nom- 
ination for County Supervisor, the county’s 
top position of leadership. His action on the 
fluoridation question is providing the people 
with a perfect laboratory demonstration of 
what kind of leadership they could expect 
from him. 


The Mild and the Bitter 


President Eisenhower at his news confer- 
ence Wednesday once more demonstrated the 
paradox of American foreign policy. He fully 
backed up Secretary Dulles’s rejection of the 
Soviet note on a foreign ministers’ confer- 
ence; yet he did it in a less harsh and pro- 
vocative way, which held out far more hope 
for diplomatic negotiation than Mr. Dulles’s 
way. Is it any wonder that other nations 
sometimes wonder which voice of the Ameri- 
can government they should listen to? 

Both the President and Mr. Dulles make 
clear that the door is not closed on summit 
talks. But Mr. Dulles, by using such terms 
as “fraud,” “hoax” and “fiction,” does it in 
a way calculated to discourage further nego- 
tiation. Mr. Eisenhower, who even doubts 
(mistakenly) that Mr. Dulles used those 
terms, seems sincerely dedicated to negotia- 
tion if any hope of success can be held out. 
And yet so long as he permits Mr. Dulles to 
manage foreign. policy, little such hope is 
likely to come from the State Department. 

One difficulty in assessing the Soviet plan 
is that Mr. Dulles has not yet let the Ameri- 
can people know just what the Soviet note 
said. He prefers to get his own version of it 
fixed in the public mind first. And nobody 
can be certain that he is interpreting it 
accurately. 

For example, the Secretary blasts the idea 
of a foreign ministers’ meeting dealing solely 
with procedural details of a summit confer- 
ence, but he has not told the American peo- 
ple that the Russians are also suggesting 
“parallel negotiations through diplomatic 
channels.” Such is the language of the Mos- 
cow note to the French, which has been pub- 
lished in London. Does it not raise the pos- 
sibility that substantive preparations for the 
summit could be carried on even though the 
foreign ministers’ meeting dealt with more 
limited questions? 

Basically the trouble is that Mr. Dulles 
does not believe in negotiating with the Sovi- 
ets. He has made that plain many times. 
There is an old rule of administration that 
when you want to get something done, you 
have it done by somebody who believes in it, 


The Milkmen Get a Hearing 


Complaints by independent milk producers 
in Missouri that Adams Dairy is driving them 
out of the chain stores by means of price 
wars are finally receiving a hearing. Senator 
Kefauver’s Senate Anti-trust and Monopoly 
subcommittee is hearing testimony in Wash- 
ington this week. It will cover also areas of 
Milinois, Kansas and Kentucky. 


The subcommittee’s investigation should 
determine whether the practices alleged by 
the independent producers can be effectively 
stopped by existing laws. If not, then it 
would seem to be the duty of the investiga- 
tors to draft and present to Congress supple- 
mentary laws which can halt, quickly and 
decisively, trade practices so clearly inimical 
to business competition and to consumers. 


One Year Old 


A year ago the world welcomed a new na- 
tion: Ghana, to British dominion status 
grown from the Gold Coast colony and slav- 
ery long before. Vice President Nixon went 
to Accra to salute the birth of the nation. 

Today a preoccupied Ghana is celebrating 
its first anniversary much more quietly than 
its winning of freedom. A nation rich in re- 
sources and poor in capital and skills for 
their development knew it faced difficulties 
in “tackling living standards,” which Prime 
Minister Kwame Nkrumah said was the first 
problem. As it developed, however, the first 
problem was making democracy stick. 

The Nkrumah government and its Conven- 
tion Peoples party early developed a hostility 
toward opposition and criticism. From high 
officials came ill-considered threats of dicta- 
torship. Interior Minister Edusei spoke of 
“dictatorship of our party” and threatened a 
law to permit arrest of opposition party 
critics. 

To balance the impatient Edusei, Nkrumah 
finally said, “All this talk of dictatorship is 
nonsense.” The American-educated Prime 
Minister, cautious and yet vain, welcomed a 
new British governor-general instead of ap- 
pointing an African sycophant, and even se- 
lected new judges from London. At the 
same time Ghana’s coins bear the head of 
Dr. Nkrumah and the center piece of the in- 
Seountenee celebration will be a statue of 

m. 

Ghana has discovered that liberty is not 
a final victory but a continuing challenge. 
The new nation has yet to choose a steady 
course, but by clinging to the Commonwealth 
which launched it, Ghana has a patient pilot 
for the difficult times ahead.

A Green Path Across America 
Creating Billboard-Free Highways Also Creates Parks 


Averell Harriman,

ALBANY, N.Y. 

It seems to me that the case for 
banning billboards on our mew Na- 
tional System of Defense and Inter- 
state Highways is both simple and 
irrefutable. We have mapped out 
and begun building what will be the 
largest superhighway system in the 
world. If we keep it free of bill- 
boards it can also be one of the 
most beautiful. 

Three-quarters of the mileage of 
the interstate system will be built 
over new rights of way, where no 
road has ever ex- 
isted.

egislation aimed at banning bill- 
boards from the interstate system 
was defeated in congressional com- 
mittee last year. The same bill is up 
for action again this session, but if 
it fails again it may be too late. The 
states, which are paying 10 per cent 
of the cost and carrying out the ac- 
tual construction, have already com- 
pleted some sections. The billboards 
are already going up. Once they are 
up, there is little likelihood of their 
ever coming down. 

The Highway Act of 1956 autho- 
rized the largest public-works pro- 
gram in history. We are not simply 
improving our road transportation 
facilities. We are creating an entirely 
new system to bind centers of popu- 
lation together in a vast network of 
four-lane, limited-access, and for the 


most part toll-free superhighways. 
In the age of the metropolis and the 
automobile, it will become the pri- 
mary transportation system of the 
nation. 


Because what we are building is an 
entirely new system, it has become 
both more necessary and at the same 
time more possible for us to main- 
tain our contacts with the strength 
and beauty of the American country- 
side. It is wrong to let the billboards 
spoil it all. 


To understand the alternatives, 
one need only compare the New York 
State Thruway with Route 17, which 
connects with the Thruway near my 
farm at Harriman 40 miles north of 
New York City. The Thruway, run- 
ning up the Hudson to Albany and 
from there west along the Mohawk 
to Buffalo and beyond, is one of the 
first major segments of the inter- 
state system to have been completed. 
In my opinion it is one of the most 
beautiful highways in the world, giv- 
ing the traveler magnificent views of 
the Hudson and Mohawk Valleys. 


Route 17 runs through equally 
lovely country in the Catskill Moun- 
tains and along the southern tier of 
New York counties. It is not yet 
part of the interstate system, but 
it is being rebuilt to interstate speci- 
fications by many of the same engi- 
neers who built the Thruway. 

The only difference is that a state 
law forbids billboards within five 
hundred feet of the Thruway, 
whereas Route 17, which is not so 
protected, is being lined with bill- 
boards that either block out the Cat- 
skills or distract the eyes from them. 

Banning billboards along the new 
Interstate Highways could scarcely 
be called a heavy blow to the adver- 
tising industry. There are 3,400,000 
miles of streets and roads in the na- 
tion, most of which remain open to 
as many billboards as advertisers are 
willing to pay for. The interstate 
system will add a mere 1.2 per cent 
to the total mileage. Moreover, the 
small businesses such as motels and 
restaurants that use billboards to ad- 
vertise their whereabouts can do so 


at the exits, which are the only 
points where travelers can turn off 
the highways anyway. 

The curious—and recently discov- 
ered—argument that billboards con- 
tribute to traffic safety by keeping 
people awake is an admirable bit of 
best-defense-is-a-strong-offense strat- 
egy, but that is about all that can 
be said for it. 

The responsibility for protecting 
the beauty of our new highways is 
inescapably that of the individual 


states that are designing and build- 
ing them and will subsequently main- 
tain them. Such is the power of the 
billboard interests, however, that it 
seems clear there will have to be 
some federal inducement to persuade 
the states to act. 

Last year I requested the New 
York State Legislature to extend the 
Thruway prohibition against bill- 
boards to all of our interstate and 
limited-access highways. The bill 
passed the Assembly by a thumping 
124 to 19, only to meet a silent 
death in a Senate committee. I have 
requested legislative action again 
this year. 

Senator Albert Gore of Tennessee, 
chairman of the Senate Subcommit- 
tee on Public Roads, is vigorously 
supporting a proposal to increase by 
three-quarters of 1 per cent the 
amount the Federal Government will 
pay toward construction in any state 
that prohibits billboards within 660 
feet of the interstate highway. This 
would add nothing to the total cost 
of the highways but it would pro- 
vide a substantial inducement to 
state legislators. And it is they who 
must make the final decision. 


Radar on the Mississippi From the New Orleans Times-Picayune 


The State Department says it will 
press for an international conference 
in 1959, rather than 1960, on mod- 
ernizing sea-safety rules.

That some such orientation has 
been arrived at is indicated by re- 
ports that radiotelephone communi- 
cations between ship bridges, along 
with better radar training, will be 
recommended by the United States. 

Radar should have saved the An- 
drea Doria, prevented collision. Ra- 
dar bearings supposedly obtained 
were fantastic. When two ships 
head toward each other, each has 


to be either on the port or on the 
starboard bow of the other, as the 
case may be. One cannot be on the 
port of No. 2 while No. 2 is on the 
starboard of No. 1. But this latter 
rather manifest absurdity was main- 
tained as a “picture” to the last in 
the North Atlantic investigation; and 
as an assertion could have stemmed 
only from (1) faulty radar or (2) 
rather gross misreading on one ves- 
sel or (3) self-serving falsification by 
one vessel or (4) a uniquely weird 
parabolic “mirror-ghost” phenome- 
non affecting both vessels. Bridge-to- 
bridge checking of radar-sights could 
have clarified the situation and the 
proper courses.

Add Variety; Report 
oa Current Produce 
Situation.

TO MARKET, to market— 
but not to buy a little pig 
this time; not if you are a 
homemaker who must plan 
meatless menus during the 
Lenten season. Rather might 
it be said to market, to market 
to buy a substitute for that 
little pig of nursery rhyme 
fame. 

And this isn’t always as easy 
as it may sound. The family 
menu-maker certainly deserves 
all of the help she can get dur- 
ing these pre-Easter weeks. 
Consider, then, macaroni prod- 
ucts. 

That generic term, “maca- 
roni products,” includes maca- 
roni, spaghetti and egg noodles 
in an astonishing number of 
shapes and sizes, you know. All 
the better ta add variety to 
your Lenten’ meals. 

While you are buying your 
favorite pasta, you also might 
pick up a few packages of that 
excellent spaghetti sauce mix. 
It certainly does save time and 
effort and enable you to have 
a macaroni, spaghetti or noodle 
dinner on the table in a matter 
of minutes. 

One more random thought— 
frozen waffles offer another 
way of putting interest into 
meals while observing Lenten 
restrictions. They make an ex- 
cellent base for many a lunch- 
eon or dinner dish. Just put 
the waffles into the toaster, 
then use them as a crisp base 
over which to spoon such mix- 
tures as peas and canned sgal- 
mon in mushroom sauce.

We are happy to réport that 
things are not quite so grim 
this week when it comes to 
fresh fruits and vegetables. 

It finally stopped raining 
down in Texas, and toward 
the end of last week the fields 
had dried out enough to go 
ahead with the harvesting of 
such things as cabbage, car- 
rots and endive. They have 
started to pull the Texas new 
onions, and just ag soon as 
they can be cured and shipped 
these additional supplies should 
help to ease the price situa- 
tion on all onions, The north- 
ern ones went up last week, 
and of course the big Spanish 
nes have been on the high 
side for some time now. 

Citrus fruits are coming 
through from Florida together 
with light shipments of those 
vegetables which were not in- 
jured by the freeze, but ex- 
perts estimate that it may be 
the middle of the month be- 
fore we get any volume of 
Florida vegetables.

Now let’s take a more care- 
ful look at which fruits and 
vegetables are attractive buys 
this week. 

Mushrooms are well worth 
consideration; they are quite 
nice in quality and as low in 
price as they have been this 
year. 

Asparagus from California 
has worked down from the 
“expensive” to the “moderate” 
bracket. The crop out there is 
about two weeks ahead of nor- 
mal this season, so it is com- 
ing through in sufficient vol- 
ume to make it a fair buy. 

Other vegetables in the 
“moderate” price category in- 
clude beets, broccoli, spinach, 


carrots, green onions, cauli- 
flower and celery. 
Brussels sprouts are just 


about out of the picture; beans 
are so excessively high that our 
advice to you, madam, is to 
pass them by. 

Eggplant, which was virtual- 
ly non-existent last week, is 
now here in some markets but 
prices are out of this world. 
Acorn and zucchini squash are 
quite expensive; if you must 
have squash, Hubbard is the 
cheapest variety. 

Tomatoes probably will be 
a little higher; not as many 
came in last week. And pep- 
pers have become such a lux- 
ury item that most women will 
be able to use them only spar- 
ingly, if at all. 

Iceberg lettuce has been one 
of the best buys in the mar- 
kets in the last few weeks, but 
you may expect it to work up 
a bit in price now. The rea- 
son: a seasonal change in pro- 
ducing areas in California 
which will cut down on ship- 
ments temporarily. Leaf and 
Bibb lettuce are both avail- 
able, but at mighty fancy fig- 
ures.

As for fruits—we repeat our 
advice to take full advantage 
of the bargain prices on apples. 
Many, many varieties are on 
the market—Delicious, Golden 
Delicious, Rome _ Beauties, 
Winesaps, Willow Twigs, Stay- 
mans, even some Michigan 
Jonathans—and you will wait 
a long time to find another 
value such as they now repre- 
sent. 

Grapefruit from both Flor- 
ida and Texas is a worthy can- 
didate for your breakfast 
table; prices are reasonable on 
both the pinks and whites. 

And if you yearn for spring, 
bake a rhubarb pie as a symbol 
that it is almost here. Hot- 
house rhubarb from _ both 
Washington and Michigan 
tearry 1s quite nice.

PRAISE BE for the macaroni products that come to the 
aid of the homemaker faced with planning meatless meals. 
Like the good mixers that they are, macaroni, spaghetti and 
egg noodles team up companionably with such other Lenten 
foods as fish, eggs, cheese and vegetables to make countless 
appetizing dishes that fit into the pattern of the Lenten season. 
And these macaroni foods have a happy way of contributing 
their own goodness and high protein to small bits of more 
expensive or highly seasoned foods to make delicious low-cost 


entrees. 

Since seafoods are in the 
spotlight in these pre-Easter 
weeks, consider how pasta 
combines with various types of 
fish. 

Spaghetti With Seafood Sauce.

Hope Just Won't 
ag Into Eclipse 


NEW YORK, March 6. 


“= THIS HAS NOT BEEN a good year for the stand-up 
e¢omic. In fact, the comic who stands just behind the 
footlights and tosses naked jokes at the audience has been 
quietly going into eclipse for the last couple of years—all 
except Bob Hope, who is 
an exception to just about 
all the rules. Hope’s 
intermittent television 
shows have frequently 
taken an awful critical 
lambasting and consist- 
ently run up awe-inspir- 
’ jng ratings anyway. 

“Here I'm doing my 
second show for Johnson 
Motors—and they said I 
wouldn't last,” he de- 
clared at the outset of 
last Sunday’s show. 
Frankly, I didn’t think 
that joke would last. It 
used to be the standard 
opening joke for the 
second show of all the 
radio programs and I 
thought it had been per- 
manently retired from 
active competition.

Just the same I enjoyed that opening mono- 
logue of Hope's, partly because there are so few 
of those opening monologues any more, partly 
because there were some darned good jokes in it, 
partly to catch up on current affairs. If Hope 
hasn’t got a joke about it, it never happened or it 
isn’t worth bothering about. On Sunday, there were 
jokes about John Foster Dulles, the ex-President 
of Venezuela, the Academy Awards, Bing Crosby’s 
expected fatherhood, and horror movies. (“Remem- 
ber a few years ago when Boris Karloff used to 
scare us away from movies. Now, he’s afraid to go.”’) 


Hope has always provided the most expensive, though 
not necessarily most winsome, guests and this show was 
no exception. His advertised guests were Anita Ekberg, 
the statuesque Swedish lady, and Natalie Wood and Robert 
Wagner, the newlyweds from the movies. His unadvertised 
guest was Bing Crosby and I must say the two old pros, 
Crosby and Hope, seemed to have a great time together 
in a duet “We Have Nothing in Common” and I enjoyed 
it as much as they did. 


I HAVE NEVER SEEN Miss Natalie Wood, the delight 
of the teen-age set, in a movie so it was instructive to 
catch up with her on television. In a single sketch she 
played roughly six different roles, ranging from. Marlon 
Brando to a teen-age movie fan. Later she and Hope did 
a wild version of “Two Sleepy People.” Energy this girl 
has got and, I think, some talent, too. 


“Sweden is famous for its two national dishes. 
One of them is smorgasbord. The other is with us 
tonight.”” Miss Ekberg’s chief reason for being on 
the show was to give Hope a chance to pull that 
joke which vastly entertained me. Altogether I 
found the Hope show a lot of fun and I haven’t 
always. With so few comedians around I feel we 
ought to be extra kind to the few survivors, those 
whooping cranes who are keeping the species alive. 


Incidentally, I don’t know who is doing the publicity 
for Robert Hall, the clothing people, but whoever he is 
he deserves a raise. He got a Robert Hall joke on the 
Steve Allen show and another one on the Hope show 
which is an awful lot of free advertising for one evening. 


THE LATEST “SEE IT NOW” was a fairly thorough 
exploration of the question of statehood for Alaska and 
Hawaii. While remaining neutral within the meaning of 
the law, Edward R. Murrow’s sympathies seemed pretty 
much on the side of statehood for the two territories and, 
after listening to a couple of the people who opposed 
statehood, so were mine. One character, Senator George 
Malone of Nevada, did a particularly good job of stirring 
up sympathy for Alaska and Hawaii by opposing statehood 
for the two territories with a sort of venomous intransi- 
gence which was enormously helpful to the other side. 

Actually, unless you happen to be awfully interested 
in the two territories, this was one of the lesser “See It 
Now” programs. When Murrow showed a couple of young 
homesteaders in Alaska talking about the advantages of 
living in their wild territory, the program had great 
momentum and enthusiasm. But it soon bogged down into 
set speeches delivered directly to the camera by politicians 
and lobbyists, each with his special point of view. This 
got a little dull. At the end Murrow pointed out that the 
general public favored statehood for both territories by 


large majorities.

Once Again, It Seems, Father Will Make and Fly His Own, With Scant Help From Kids

“I would like two, ah, 
slats.

I say to the thin-faced man 
behind the counter. He re- 
gards me sourly. He says, 
“What is it you want?” 


“Sticks, like,” I reply aloof- 
ly. “Sort of little thin slats. I 
want to make a kite.” 

The lumber office staff, to 
a man, and one young brunette 
lady, turns. They regard me 
enigmatically. 

The thin-faced man shouts out 
into the lumber yard: “GET 
THIS GUY A COUPLE OF 
LATHS — HE WANTS TO 
MAKE HISSELF A KITE!”

The brunette 
snickers. 

Home again.

Not store-bought 
glue. There is no good old 
American know-how in store 
bought glue. Flour and water, 
that is the thing. Observe.”

IT USED TO BE that if a 
person wanted green turtle 
soup he had to be pretty much 
in a position to catch his own 
turtle. Nowadays, however, 
people far away from the sea 
coast can have their green tur- 
tle soup, because turtle meat is 
now available in cans and, bet- 
ter still, quick frozen. 


The green turtle, which really 
isn’t green but is called that 
because of the color of its fat, 
makes a delicious soup and is 
to many people the most de- 
sirable of all the turtles. People 
around Chesapeake Bay, how- 
ever, will take issue with that, 
being loyal to the diamond 
back, which they consider the 
queen of turtledom. 

Because green turtle soup 
was a dish confined, until re- 
cent years, to the coastal areas, 
good recipes for it are hard to 
come by. It is seldom found in 
cookbooks, which probably ex- 
plains why we have had a num- 
ber of requests for a recipe. 

We have at hand an excellent 
recipe, so we will answer all 
the requests at once: 

Put three tablespoons of olive 
oil in a heavy skillet and saute 
therein half an onion, chopped; 
half a green pepper, chopped; 
one chopped carrot, a chopped 
stalk of celery, a pound of 
diced green turtle meat and a 
pinch of salt. Saute it for about 
10 minutes. 


In a soup pot, put a pint of 
beef bouillon and a pint of cold 
water. Add eight peppercorns, 
three cloves, three bay leaves, 
two sprigs of parsley and a 
generous pinch each of dried 
marjoram, thyme and 
Salt and pepper it to taste. 
Then add a dash of Angustora 
bitters. 


To this add the sauted turtle 
meat and vegetables. Cover it 
and let it simmer for an hour, 
or until the meat is tender. 
Strain it and skim off the fat. 
Replace the meat, chopped very 
fine. If you like a thicker soup, 
add thickening to suit yourself. 

Finally, add two-thirds of a 
cup of Madeira wine or a good 
sherry. Then reheat it and 
serve it hot. 

LAMB, ON THE OTHER 
HAND, is a very easy ingredi- 
ent to come by, which makes a 
man wonder why in blazes it’s 
so hard to get a good lamb 
stew. We know one restaurant 
where they make an excellent 
lamb stew, but generally speak- 
ing a man has to have the in- 
stincts of a gambler to order it. 
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The glue does not seem 
to want to stick. They do not 
make flour and water like 
they used to. It takes quite 
a while to get the paper 
glued on the string which 
makes the triangular kite. 
The dog walks through the 
glue. The cat sits on the kite 
paper.

If you’re a lamb-stew lover, 
the solution lies in making 
your own. It takes a little time, 
but follow this recipe and you'll 
find it time well spent: 

Get two pounds of shoulder 
of lamb and have it cut in one- 
inch squares. Wipe the meat 
with a damp cloth, sprinkle it 
gently with salt and roll it in 
flour. 

Everyone who likes stew 
should have a mg | pot. Into 
such a pot heat three table- 
spoons of’ bacon drippings.

Then add a 
sliced onion and a minced clove 
of garlic. 

When the onions are lightly 
browned, pour the grease out 
and put in a cup of red wine 
and four cups of boiling water.

raw potatoes, a cup of green 
beans, a cup of diced carrots 
and eight or 10 small white 
onions. Let it cook again until 
the vegetables are done and the 
meat is tender, which will be 
20 minutes to half an hour. 


Then make thickening of five 
tablespoons of flour and the 
same amount of water. Make a 
smooth paste and add this to 
the stew, stirring all the time. 
Bring the stew back to a boil, 
let it boil a minute or so, and 
serve it up. With a cold, crisp 
lettuce and tomato salad with 
vinegar and oil dressing, and 
some hard rolls and butter, 
you've got a meal. 


A LADY of our acquain- 
tance was surprised the other 
day to encounter a recipe which 
called for beer. The only dish 
she had ever heard using beer 
was Welsh rarebit, and she 
was even more surprised to 
learn that there are dozens of 
dishes which call for beer, and 
books devoted to beer cookery. 


Beer is good for roasts and 
poultry. The best way to use it, 
with a roast for instance, is to 
start off the roast in the usual 
manner and after it has cooked 
for a time pour some beer into 
the pan and leave it there for 
a few minutes to cook with the 
meat juices before lad the 
hot sauce of combined r, 
fat and juice over the meat. 


A good glaze for ham is a 
cup of molasses mixed with 
two teaspoons of prepared 
mustard and half a pint of 
beer. And if you would like 
something new in the way of a 
steak, try this: 

Rub a lean steak well on 
both sides with olive oil and 
then rub it with a cut clove of 
garlic. Season it well with salt 
and pepper, rubbing the salt 
and pepper into the oil. 

Grill it fast, turning it so 
that the outside is seared and 
the inside remains rare. While 
the steak is finishing, saute 
half a pound of button mush- 
rooms in two tablespoons of 
butter.

“Maybe it’s a good thing that 
success isn’t coming too easily 
to me,” Jean said, during a 
luncheon interview the other 
day on her return to New York 
after a trip around the country 
to promote “Bonjour Tristesse.” 
“If I had received rave reviews 
on my first picture, there might 
be no living with me now.” 


An honest, straightforward 
young lady, Jean says.that she 
consoles herself by remember- 
ing that critics have panned 
other actresses. She remem- 
bers that Dorothy Parker once 
wrote of fledgling Katharine 
Hepburn: “Miss Hepburn ran 
the gamut of emotions from A 
to B.” 


“Looking back,” Jean said, 
“I realize now that I never 
considered the possibility that 
I would fall in ‘St. Joan.’ I 
don’t want that to sound pom- 
pous. I guess it was just that 
I was very young and had 
never known failure. But if 
you make the most of your 
failures, sometimes it’s a good 
thing. You just simply work 
harder and profit by past mis- 
takes. 


“Of course I know now that 
Joan of Arc was beyond me. 
But even Ingrid Bergman’s 
movie of Joan failed. And I 
don’t believe her play: on Joan 
was well received either.

Visiting Historic = in the South

CHARLESTON, 5.C. 


THE FERRY that crosses the 
James river from Surry, Va., 
to Jamestown must certainly 
be one of the oldest such cross- 
ings in the United States, since 
it has been used from the time 
of the founding of the Virginia 
colony in 1607 or thereabouts. 
On the north side of the river 
it docks close to the site of 
the Jamestown landing, an area 
that was the seat of a great 
pageant and celebration during 
the past year and attracted 
such famous visitors. as Queen 
Elizabeth and Prince Phillip. A 
dozen miles beyond the James- 
town landing is Williamsburg, 
which has become one of the 
historic shrines of our nation. 


As many Americans know, 
the idea behind restoring this 
small but important colonial 
city was “to bring about an un- 
derstanding of the lives of 
Eighteenth Century men and 
women so that we may under- 
stand their contribution to the 
ideals and culture of our coun- 
try.” Most of the funds for 
this ambitious project were 
contributed by John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr., and these are admin- 
istered by the board of trustees 
of Colonial Williamsburg. 
Nearly $60,000,000 has been 
spent to date and with this 
money the entire central sec- 
tion of the city—an area en- 
compassing more than 400 
buildings and many acres of 
landscaped gardens—has been 
reconstructed. By great good 
fortune, some of the finest of 
the original buildings were still 
standing and these have been 
completely restored, rather 
than rebuilt. 


OUR OWN VISITS to Wil- 
liamsburg are doubly interest- 
ing because we are guests of 
the College of William and 
Mary, perhaps most noted for 
the fact that its Wren. building 
is the oldest academic struc- 
ture in the United States and 
that many of the “founding 
fathers,” including Thomas 
Jefferson, attended classes 
here. There are excellent ac- 
commodations of every kind 
for visitors to Williamsburg, 
from the elegant Williamsburg 
Inn to the huge and beautifully 
modern motor lodge at the In- 
formation center on the edge of 
town. On our visits we put up 
at the college guest quarters, 
Brafferton House, which stands 
opposite the President’s House 
at the front of the campus and 
was built as an Indian institute 
in about 1700. Tradition has it 
that the Indians resisted edu- 
cation and fled the school as 
fast as they were brought in, 
for which we can hardly blame 
them. 

On this visit on our Audubon 
lecture tour we went with Dr. 
Baldwin, our host, to see the 
Information Center, which was 
only recently completed. The 
project includes, in addition to 
the motor lodge already men- 
tioned, a huge restaurant and 
the main building from which 
tours of the city are routed. 
This building contains two 


small theaters and in one of 
these we saw the beautifully 
filmed “Story of the Patriot” 
—a short drama of pre-Revo- 
lutionary days in Virginia. The 
film is tremendously effective

almost essential beginning for 
a visit to Williamsburg. An- 
other high spot of our own 
stay at the college was lunch- 
eon with President Alvin Duke 
Chandler and Mrs. Chandler, 
whom we had met when we 
were here two years ago. 


WE BROUGHT fine weather 
with us to Williamsburg; the 
finest, in fact, that they had 
enjoyed for many weeks. The 
sun shone brightly and the 
thermometer climbed into the 
sixties to start the “spring 
peepers” singing in the rain 
puddles. Yet there were signs 
everywhere of the severity of 
this past winter in frost-nipped 
shrubs, brown grass where 
there should have been a car- 
pet of green, and no early 
jonquils or flowers of any kind. 

We lost our good weather, 
however, and were rained on 
during our visit to North Car- 
olina State College at Raleigh. 
Here we met Ed Lowery who 
took his doctorate in wildlife 
management at Missouri Uni- 
versity, spent several years 
with our Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission and finally 
came back again to his native 
North Carolina where he is 
working on farm ponds and 
their management. 


At Greensboro it rained 
even harder, so that the coun- 
tryside as we drove there was 
flooded and the streams out of 
their banks. Our visit was made 
enjoyable, however, by a de- 
lightful dinner given by our 
hostess. Mrs. Settan. A retired 
school teacher and a fine orni- 
thologist, she had built her 
home, “Twin Ponds,” in a 
woodland several miles from 
the city. Here her windows 
overlooked her own private 
bird sanctuary and a stretch 
of water where wood ducks 
and mallards made themselves 
at home. 


AS WE DROVE down to 
Charleston next day, the weath- 
er cleared again and by the 
time we arrived the sun was 
shining. Although its gar- 
dens are generally considered 
Charleston’s chief attraction, 
we really like best the atmo- 
sphere of the old city whose 
architecture is unique among 
the cities of America. Nor is 
there any other we know where 
so many of the original build- 
ings and so much of the orig- 
inal atmosphere have been pre- 
served. In pre-Civil War times, 
the life of the city crowded 
down around the waterfront 
where the Cooper and Ashley 
rivers join to form what was 
then the greatest seaport of 
the South. Rice, cotton and 
tobacco from the back country 
and the great river plantations 
formed, the chief articles of 
commerce and created great 
wealth for the planters, as well 
as for the merchants and ship 
owners. Only a society such 
as this—where money was 
vastly plentiful and the me- 
chanics of living could be 
turned over to others—could 
have built a city such as 
Charleston. With all its charm, 
it is today something of an ana- 
chronism. Yet we always enjoy 
it and spent our time exploring 
the old quarter down close to 
the docks, rather than visiting 
the famous gardens. Many of 
these we have seen on earlier 
pilgrimages to Charleston and 
we knew that this year they 
had been badly hurt by freez-
